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DR.  AND  MRS.  ALEXANDER  GRAHAM  BELL 


In  his  own  child's  voice  Mr.  Hubbard  heard  the  prophesy  that 
deaf  children  might  speak,  and  to  him  is  due,  probably  ?nore  than  to 
any  other  one  man ,  the  fact  that  all  America  has  realized  the  fulfilment 
of  that  prophesy. 

I  am  fortunate  in  being  able  to  use  these  beautiful  words  of  Miss 
Yale,  for  they  explain  everything  I  would  say,  and  she  knows  as  few 
can,  of  ivhat  she  speaks.  And  both  my  father  and  mother  cared  greatly 
for  her  judgment. 

I  can  have  no  personal  recollection  of  those  early  days  when  my 
mother  and  teacher  strove  with  me,  ami  my  father  and  his  friends 
struggled  to  establish  schools  where  others,  affected  like  his  own  little 
girl,  should  also  be  given  the  blessing  of  speech.  I  only  know  my  whole 
life  has  been  one  long  thanksgiving  for  what  they  did  for  me. 

We  feel  it  particularly  happy  and  beautiful  that  the  narhes  of 
Miss  Rogers,  the  Chelmsford  School,  and  Miss  Yale  should  be  as¬ 
sociated  with  our  fathers  and  mother  s.  While  the  building  bears  the 
name  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard ,  in  a  larger  sense  it  is  the  memorial 
of  a  great  and  stirring  time  in  which  they  participated  together  to  carry 
into  practical  effect  their  belief  that  little  deaf  children  could  be  taught 
to  speak,  and  thus  to  throw  open  to  them  the  gates  of  Life  and  Oppor¬ 
tunity.  And  in  a  still  larger  sense  this  hall  commemorates  the  triumph 
of  Love.

THE  SCHOOL 


Clarke  School,  a  privately  endowed  residential  school  for  deaf 
children,  is  located  in  the  city  of  Northampton  which  is  approxi¬ 
mately  one  hundred  miles  west  of  Boston  and  one  hundred  fifty 
miles  northeast  of  New  York.  Its  twenty-five  acre  campus  occupies 
the  highest  part  of  Round  Hill  overlooking  the  city  and  lies  adjacent 
to  the  Smith  College  campus.  Physical  facilities  include  nineteen 
buildings,  five  of  which  are  dormitories  each  with  its  own  dining 
room  and  accommodating  a  family  of  boys  and  girls,  teachers, 
housemothers,  house  manager,  and  service  personnel.  At  present 
130  adults,  all  with  normal  hearing,  are  employed  by  the  school 
to  provide  and  service  an  educational  program  for  175  deaf 
children.  Teachers  are  required  to  live  in  and  take  their  meals  with 
the  children.  The  children  range  in  age  from  four  and  one-half  to 
seventeen  years. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  school  to  provide  an  educational  pro¬ 
gram  for  boys  and  girls,  who,  because  of  profound  or  partial  deaf¬ 
ness,  are  unable  to  profit  by  the  instruction  given  in  schools  for 
hearing  children.  The  course  of  instruction  is  intended  to  fit 
graduates  for  further  study  in  schools  with  hearing  boys  and  girls, 
usually  at  the  high  school  level.  Whether  such  study  is  pursued  in 
the  classical,  technical,  vocational,  trade,  business  school,  or  private 
preparatory  school,  is  influenced  by  a  number  of  factors  including 
interests,  aptitudes,  and  academic  achievement.  An  active  guidance 
program  assists  pupils  and  parents  in  arriving  at  the  ultimate 
decision. 

The  average  class  requires  approximately  twelve  years  to  com¬ 
plete  the  full  course  of  instruction.  The  maximum  number  of 
children  in  a  class  is  eight.  Each  classroom  is  sound  treated  and 
equipped  with  a  modern  compression  type  group  hearing  aid. 

Since  its  establishment,  Clarke  School  has  employed  the  oral 
method  of  instruction  exclusively. 

Pupils  are  grouped  by  achievement  and  age  into  three  distinct 
departments:  Lower  School,  Middle  School,  and  Upper  School. 
Each  school  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  supervising  teacher  who  is

responsible  for  the  educational  program  and  the  extra-curricular 
activities  of  pupils  in  that  department.  Lower  School  children  live 
in  three  dormitories;  beginners  in  either  Yale  House  or  Leonard 
House  for  the  first  two  years  and  all  pupils  in  Magna  House  for 
the  next  three  years.  Middle  School  children  live  in  Gawith  Hall, 
and  Upper  School  pupils  live  in  Rogers  Hall. 

All  classrooms,  research  laboratories,  and  administrative  offices 
are  in  Hubbard  Hall.  The  academic  school  day  runs  from  8:30  A.M. 
until  3  P.M.  Monday  through  Friday,  with  physical  education,  home 
economics,  shop,  printing,  extracurricular  activities,  and  free  play 
coming  after  school  hours  and  on  Saturday. 

The  school  considers  Sunday  school  work  to  be  part  of  its  re¬ 
sponsibility  and  all  children  are  expected  to  attend,  beginning  with 
the  third  year  in  school  and  continuing  through  to  graduation. 

Fees 

From  the  establishment  of  the  school,  pupils  who  are  legal  resi¬ 
dents  of  Massachusetts  have  been  admitted  at  the  expense  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  charge  for  room,  board,  and  tuition  for  pupils  whose 
parents  are  not  residents  of  Massachusetts  is  twenty-eight  hundred 
dollars  per  school  year.  Payments  are  required  in  advance  in 
September  and  February.  Quarterly  or  monthly  payments  may  be 
arranged  by  conference  with  the  bursar.  There  is  a  laundry  charge 
of  $30  per  semester. 

Clarke  School  attempts  to  operate  with  a  balanced  budget  and  not 
at  a  profit.  It  costs  the  school  about  eight  hundred  dollars  more  per 
year  to  educate  each  pupil  than  is  received  for  room,  board,  and 
tuition.  The  difference  is  made  up  from  income  from  invested 
endowment  funds. 

To  avoid  endless  correspondence  regarding  miscellaneous  needs 
of  the  children  such  as  hearing  aid  batteries,  haircuts,  special  medi¬ 
cines,  shoe  repairs,  etc.,  the  parents  of  each  pupil  are  requested  to 
maintain  a  twenty-five  dollar  deposit  with  the  Business  Office  as  an 
Incidental  Expense  Account.  An  itemized  account  of  this  expense 
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account  is  rendered  quarterly,  at  which  times  parents  are  expected 
to  bring  the  balance  back  to  twenty-five  dollars. 

All  checks  for  room,  board,  tuition,  and  incidentals  should  be 
made  out  to  The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf. 

Applications  for  Admission 

Applications  and  requests  for  information  should  be  addressed 
to  the  principal. 

Children  are  admitted  at  about  the  age  of  four  and  one-half  as 
of  September  fifteenth.  Transfer  pupils  are  accepted  if  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  a  class  into  which  the  transfer  pupil  will  fit  educationally. 
Parents  who  wish  to  have  their  child  considered  for  admission 
should  write  and  suggest  a  convenient  school  day  when  the  child 
can  be  brought  to  the  school  for  an  appointment  with  the  super¬ 
vising  teacher  of  the  appropriate  division  of  the  school  and  the 
principal.  No  charge  is  made  for  such  an  appointment.  Parents 
should  bring  all  medical  and  educational  data  available. 

Since  pupils  who  will  make  up  beginning  classes  in  September 
are  accepted  about  May  first  each  year,  appointments  for  children 
and  applications  for  admission  should  be  arranged  before  May  first. 

Historical  Notes 

In  June  1866,  Miss  Harriet  B.  Rogers  of  North  Billerica,  with 
the  assistance  of  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard,  started  a  small  private 
oral  school  for  deaf  children  at  Chelmsford,  Massachusetts.  John 
Clarke,  a  Northampton  merchant,  offered  to  endow  a  school  for  the 
deaf  with  $50,000  if  the  school  were  to  locate  in  Northampton. 
Clarke  School  was  chartered  June  1,  1867,  by  an  act  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  General  Court,  and  the  school  doors  were  opened  on 
Gothic  Street  October  1,  1867,  with  twenty  pupils.  Miss  Rogers  was 
the  first  principal  and  her  Chelmsford  pupils  transferred  with  her 
to  Northampton. 

In  1870,  after  the  John  Clarke  endowment  had  been  increased 
to  $300,000,  Clarke  School  purchased  eleven  acres  of  land  on  his¬ 
toric  Round  Hill  and  moved  to  its  new  campus.

Rogers  Hall,  the  oldest  building  on  Round  Hill,  was  built  in 
1806  by  Thomas  Shepherd.  From  1823  until  1834,  it  housed  the 
famous  Round  Hill  School  for  boys,  headed  by  George  Bancroft  and 
Joseph  Cogswell.  In  it,  Bancroft  wrote  his  history  of  the  United 
States.  In  1845,  he  became  Secretary  of  the  Navy  under  President 
Polk.  He  planned  and  established  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis 
which  was  opened  October  19,  1845.  Bancroft  Hall  there  is  named 
for  him.  Cogswell  was  an  early  tutor  of  Julia  Ward  Howe.  Lafayette 
visited  the  school  in  1825. 

In  1848,  Rogers  Hall  and  Dudley  Hall  became  part  of  the 
"Round  Hill  Water  Cure  Retreat."  Jenny  Lind,  after  her  mariage 
to  Otto  Goldschmidt  in  1852,  spent  three  months  at  this  hotel.  It 
was  during  this  time  that  she  described  the  view  of  the  valley  as  the 
"Paradise  of  America." 

In  1871,  Alexander  Graham  Bell,  descendant  of  a  line  of  Scotch 
phoneticians,  taught  the  Clarke  School  faculty  his  father’s  system  of 
Visible  Speech.  He  later  married  Gardiner  Greene  Hubbard’s 
daughter,  Mabel,  who  had  been  deafened  at  four  years  of  age. 
Hubbard  and  Bell  started  the  National  Geographic  Society.  Hubbard 
Hall,  the  central  classroom  building,  was  erected  from  funds  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  school  by  Mrs.  Hubbard  for  that  purpose.  It  con¬ 
tains  the  Gertrude  M.  Hubbard  Chapel  which  was  given  in  her 
memory  by  her  daughter,  Mrs.  Bell. 

Miss  Grace  Goodhue  trained  and  then  taught  at  Clarke  School 
from  1902  to  1905.  While  living  at  Gawith  Hall,  she  met  a  young 
Vermont  lawyer  who  had  graduated  from  Amherst  College  and  was 
practicing  in  Northampton,  Calvin  Coolidge.  They  were  married  in 
October  1905.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  from  I92O  to  1933, 
serving  as  Governor  of  Massachusetts  from  1 9 1 9  through  1920  and 
as  President  of  the  United  States  from  1 923  to  1929-  Her  active 
interest  in  the  school  continued  throughout  her  life.  She  served  as 
President  of  the  Board  for  seventeen  years,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  until  her  death  in  1957. 

Hubbard  Hall,  central  classroom  building,  was  opened  in  I912 
and  enlarged  in  I929.  Mr.  A.  Lincoln  Fechheimer  ’91  was  the 
architect.  He  also  designed  the  Coolidge  and  Skinner  buildings  in 
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GAWITH  HALL  —  LIVING  QUARTERS  FOR  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 


1932.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  he  was  the  first  deaf  person  to 
earn  his  degree  in  architecture  and  to  establish  his  own  successful 
office  in  practice. 

In  1943,  Parsons  House,  the  residence  of  the  principal,  was  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  school  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Curtiss  James,  a 
native  of  Northampton. 

Yale  House  was  dedicated  in  June  1951,  and  Leonard  House  in 
June  1954. 

The  Honorable  John  F.  Kennedy,  United  States  Senator,  visited 
Clarke  School  in  1955  and  again  in  1958.  In  1955,  he  was  elected  to 
the  National  Committee  of  Sponsors  of  the  Centennial  Develop¬ 
ment  Program  of  Clarke  School.  In  i960,  he  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  spring  of  1958,  the  bursar’s  residence  located  at  83 
Bancroft  Road  was  purchased.  It  was  occupied  in  August  1958. 

In  June  1958,  Magna  House  was  dedicated.  It  opened  as  a 
dormitory  for  Lower  School  children  in  September  1958,  replacing 
Dudley  Hall. 

McAlister  Infirmary,  accommodating  22  beds  and  living 
quarters  for  three  nurses,  was  dedicated  in  June  i960. 

In  June  1962,  the  property  at  52  Crescent  Street  was  purchased 
and  has  been  designated  Dudley  House,  in  honor  of  Lewis  J. 
Dudley,  member  of  the  Board  from  1867  to  I896  and  President  of 
the  Board  from  1883  to  I896.

REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts: 


The  past  year  has  been  a  very  constructive  one  in  the  operation 
of  The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf.  The  student  body  has  been  at 
capacity  and  the  most  recent  graduates  have  gone  on  to  further 
education  in  schools  with  their  hearing  contemporaries. 

The  Summer  Institute  for  Teachers  of  the  Deaf,  begun  last  year 
as  an  emergency  measure,  had  this  year  a  capacity  enrollment  of  106 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Further  summer 
sessions  are  assured  by  grants  from  several  foundations. 

A  further  aid  in  the  direction  of  heightened  teacher  training 
is  the  new  degree  of  M.E.D.  (Master  of  Education  of  the  Deaf) 
instituted  by  Smith  College  in  collaboration  with  The  Clarke  School. 
In  June  1963,  four  teachers-in-training  received  this  degree  from 
Smith  College.  Furthermore,  it  is  important  to  note  that  Smith  will 
accept  both  men  and  women  as  candidates  for  this  degree. 

These  developments,  together  with  scholarships  for  under¬ 
graduates  and  fellowships  for  graduate  students  enrolled  in  teacher 
training  classes  for  the  deaf,  currently  offered  by  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment,  have  increased  both  the  number  and  the  quality  of  candi¬ 
dates  for  admission  to  such  teacher  training  classes;  a  distinctly 
hopeful  sign  for  the  future. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  Clarke  School  teacher  training  class 
includes  20  students  who  have  been  awarded  scholarships  under 
Public  Law  87-276.  Fourteen  students  are  candidates  for  the  M.E.D. 
degree  at  Smith  College;  two  are  candidates  for  the  master’s  degree 
at  the  University  of  Massachusetts;  and  four  are  candidates  for  the 
bachelor’s  degree  at  Syracuse  University. 

The  school  regrets  the  loss  through  resignation,  of  Miss  Mary 
E.  Numbers,  who  this  June  completed  45  years  of  unsurpassed  ser¬ 
vice  to  Clarke  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation : 


This  report  covers  school  activities  for  the  period  October  16, 
I962,  -  October  15,  1963,  and  is  intended  to  summarize  develop¬ 
ments  between  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Corporators. 

Professional 

In  February  1963,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Smith  College  for¬ 
mally  approved  a  program  of  graduate  studies  leading  to  the  Smith 
College  degree  of  Master  of  Education  of  the  Deaf  (M.E.D.).  This 
consists  of  34  semester  hours  of  study,  observation,  and  student 
teaching,  offered  by  the  faculty  of  Clarke  School  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  Child  Study  of  Smith  College.  Requirements 
for  the  degree  will  be  completed  normally  in  one  summer  session 
of  six  weeks  at  the  Clarke  School  Summer  Institute  for  Teachers 
of  the  Deaf,  plus  one  full  academic  year  in  residence  on  the  Clarke 
School  campus  pursuing  studies  at  both  Smith  College  and  Clarke 
School.  This  is  a  significant  development  for  our  profession.  To 
the  best  of  my  knowledge,  it  is  the  first  graduate  degree  designated 
specifically  for  an  area  of  special  education.  The  action  by  Smith 
College  does  indicate  that  the  pioneering  spirit  still  exists  in  educa¬ 
tion.  To  further  illustrate  the  point,  Smith  College  now  accepts 
men  as  graduate  students  in  this  program.  The  establishment  of  the 
M.E.D.  degree  and  the  acceptance  of  men  as  graduate  students  by 
Smith  College  represent  important  contributions  to  the  education 
of  deaf  children.  We  are  indebted  to  President  Thomas  C.  Menden¬ 
hall  and  Professor  Clifford  R.  Bragdon,  Chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and  Child  Study,  for  their  interest  and  insight. 

Our  second  Summer  Institute  for  Teachers  of  the  Deaf  was 
held  from  July  1  through  August  9,  1963.  Attending  were  106 
teachers  and  teachers-in-training  coming  from  twenty-six  states 
and  three  other  countries,  twenty  from  Canada.  The  Institute  was 
financed  by  grants  from  the  Knapp  Foundation,  Inc.,  of  New  York 
City,  and  the  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  of  Indianapolis.  Courses  were

presented  in  language,  speech,  elementary  school  subjects,  speech 
reading,  and  audiology,  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Numbers,  Miss  Marjorie 
E.  Magner,  Mrs.  Isabel  S.  Blish,  Mrs  Anne  Small  Miller,  and  Miss 
Margaret  Kennedy  of  the  Clarke  School  faculty,  and  Miss  Charlotte 
B.  Avery,  Associate  Professor  and  Assistant  Director,  Department 
of  Audiology,  University  of  Pittsburgh.  Response  has  been  such 
that  future  institutes,  financed  by  grants  from  the  Booth  Ferris 
Foundation  of  New  York  and  the  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  are 
planned  through  the  summer  of  1966. 

During  the  year,  I  served  on  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the 
Program  for  Training  Teachers  of  the  Deaf,  under  the  provisions 
of  Public  Law  87-276,  at  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education.  For  the 
1963-1964  school  year  496  scholarships  have  been  awarded  to  46 
institutions  of  higher  education.  Smith  College,  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  and  Syracuse  Uinversity  are  participating  in  the  pro¬ 
gram. 

On  October  31,  1963,  President  Kennedy  signed  the  Hill- 
Harris  Bill,  Public  Law  88-164,  which  provides  for  a  three-year 
extension  of  the  program  of  scholarships  and  grants-in-aid  to  assist 
in  the  training  of  teachers  of  the  deaf,  initiated  by  Public  Law 
87-276.  It  further  authorizes  grants  to  public  or  other  non-profit 
institutions  of  higher  learning  to  assist  them  in  providing  profes¬ 
sional  or  advanced  training  for  personnel  and  also  grants  to  such 
institutions  for  research  or  demonstration  projects.  Deaf  children 
were  honored  by  my  being  invited  to  attend  the  ceremony  at  the 
White  House. 

As  President  of  the  Alexander  Graham  Bell  Association  for  the 
Deaf,  I  have  participated  in  the  following  activities:  (1)  The  annual 
Board  meeting  and  the  Award  Dinner  in  March  1963,  at  which 
Senator  Lister  Hill  received  the  first  Alexander  Graham  Bell  Award 
for  distinguished  service  for  the  deaf;  (2)  the  benefit  ballet  at  the 
Lisner  Auditorium  in  Washington  on  April  5th,  for  which  our 
First  Lady,  Mrs.  John  F.  Kennedy,  served  as  Honorary  Chairman 
of  Patrons;  (3)  the  fourth  regional  meeting  held  at  Atlanta,  April 
18-19;  and  (4)  the  fifth  regional  meeting  held  at  Portland,  Oregon,

October  4-5.  Mrs.  Jones,  Dr.  Breunig,  Miss  Numbers,  and  Miss 
Magner  also  serve  as  Board  members  of  the  Association  and  work 
actively.  Mrs.  Jones  devoted  untold  hours  to  making  the  award 
dinner  and  the  benefit  ballet  so  successful. 

The  International  Congress  on  the  Education  of  the  Deaf,  held 
in  Washington,  June  23-28,  was  attended  by  more  than  2,000  per¬ 
sons  from  all  over  the  world.  Miss  Numbers,  Miss  Magner,  Mr. 
Blish,  Dr.  Breunig,  and  Mr.  Richard  E.  Thompson,  President  of  the 
Clarke  School  Alumni  Association,  presented  papers.  Three  of  our 
alumni  took  part  in  a  forum  of  oral  deaf  adults;  Mrs.  Miriam 
Bradshaw  LaPlante,  Richard  E.  Thompson,  and  Dr.  H.  Latham 
Breunig,  who  served  as  chairman.  Clarke  School  was  honored  by 
my  being  invited  to  preside  at  the  first  plenary  session  of  the  Con¬ 
gress. 

The  retirement  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Numbers  brings  to  a  close  an 
era  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  following  is  from  my  tribute  to 
her  in  the  June  1963  "Clarke  School  Star": 

"For  the  first  time  in  forty-five  years  Miss  Numbers  will 
not  be  returning  to  Round  Hill  in  September,  1963.  Not  only 
Clarke  School,  but  deaf  children  all  across  the  United  States 
and  around  the  world  are  losing  a  most  effective  advocate  for 
the  oral  education  of  the  deaf.  Most  famous  teachers  of  the 
deaf  have  specialized  in  some  aspect  of  the  work.  Over  and 
over  again  Miss  Numbers  has  demonstrated  that  she  is  superb 
in  all  of  them.  Speech,  language,  reading,  curriculum,  auditory 
training  —  I  have  yet  to  see  her  superior.  All  of  this  is  based 
upon  her  faith  and  confidence  in  the  innate  capacity  of  deaf 
youngsters  to  reach  out  if  teachers  have  the  gumption  to  esta¬ 
blish  goals  somewhat  beyond  their  grasp.  Generations  of  deaf 
children  have  responded  by  doing  the  seemingly  impossible. 
This  is  especially  remarkable  in  view  of  her  having  to  swim 
upstream  against  a  flood  of  psychological  and  educationist  ad¬ 
vice  that  children  will  be  ’happier’  and  'better  adjusted’  if  they 
are  guided  toward  more  modest  and  even  mediocre  goals. 
Having  to  climb  over  Miss  Numbers’  expectations  has  lifted 
many  deaf  children  to  approach  their  real  potential." 

Although  she  will  be  missed  greatly,  Miss  Numbers  and  all  of  us 
here  are  fully  confident  that  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Isabel 
Steele  Blish,  the  Middle  School  will  continue  to  meet  the  challenge

and  to  improve  as  our  profession  gains  more  knowledge  and  under¬ 
standing. 


Administration 

During  the  summer  of  1963,  an  18-foot  extension  to  Yale 
House  was  constructed.  This  provides  an  18-  by  45-foot  playroom 
for  the  children,  living  quarters  for  the  house  manager  and  a  maid 
who  had  lived  in  the  Cottage,  a  doubling  of  the  kitchen  area,  in 
addition  to  improved  living  quarters  for  the  teacher-in-charge  and 
her  assistant. 

In  May,  a  memorial  pin  oak  tree  was  planted  facing  Adams 
House  in  memory  of  Dr.  Clarence  V.  Hudgins,  and  a  red  maple  in 
front  of  Gawith  Hall  in  honor  of  Miss  Mary  E.  Numbers. 

Pupils 

In  June,  seven  pupils  were  graduated.  Mr.  Blish’s  report  gives 
details  regarding  the  plans  of  each  after  leaving  Clarke. 

One  hundred  seventy-five  pupils  are  enrolled  for  the  current 
year;  seventy-eight  in  the  Lower  School,  forty-nine  in  the  Middle 
School,  and  forty-eight  in  the  Upper  School.  There  are  eighty-six 
girls  and  eighty-nine  boys.  One  hundred  thirty  of  these  are  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  all  boarding  pupils.  Forty- 
five  come  from  other  states  and  Canada. 

Twenty-one  new  pupils  have  been  admitted  for  the  school 
year  I963-I964,  twelve  boys  and  nine  girls.  Of  these,  fifteen  are 
from  Massachusetts,  three  from  Connecticut,  and  one  each  from 
New  Jersey,  Texas,  and  Vermont. 

Teacher  Education  Department 

Eleven  students  and  three  teachers  completed  work  in  the 
Teacher  Education  Department  in  June  and  received  certificates  as 
teachers  of  the  deaf. 

Three  students  and  one  teacher  completed  requirements  and 
were  awarded  the  Smith  College  Master  of  Education  of  the  Deaf

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  PROGRAM 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: 


This  report  covers  the  school  year,  1962  to  1963.  For  the 
information  of  those  individuals  recently  interested  in  the  work  of 
Clarke  School,  a  summary  of  the  guidance  program  is  offered  as  an 
introduction  to  this  report. 

Guidance  in  the  form  of  parent  and  student  counseling  is 
offered  to  all  students  of  the  school.  The  specific  purpose  of  the 
guidance  program,  however,  is  to  assist  students  in  choosing  the 
proper  school  or  job  area  upon  leaving  Clarke  School.  Some  parents 
approach  this  problem  several  years  before  graduation,  but  the 
major  part  of  the  work  is  done  during  the  student’s  final  year. 

Early  in  the  senior  year,  usually  during  October,  students  are 
given  the  Differential  Aptitude  Tests,  a  series  of  tests  which  deter¬ 
mine  their  aptitudes  in  verbal,  numerical,  abstract  and  mechanical 
reasoning,  comprehension  of  space  relations  and  language  principles, 
and  clerical  speed  and  accuracy.  These  tests  are  followed  by  achieve¬ 
ment  tests,  given  annually  to  all  students,  which  give  an  indication 
of  the  grade  level  at  which  the  student  is  working.  Other  tests  of 
manual  dexterity  are  available  in  cases  where  it  seems  desirable  to 
learn  more  of  such  abilities. 

After  the  testing  is  completed,  each  senior  participates  in  an 
interview  with  the  guidance  counselor  and  a  representative  from 
the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Commission,  which  assumes  respon¬ 
sibility  for  vocational  and  educational  placement  and  training  after 
the  student  leaves  our  school.  At  this  interview,  the  test  results, 
the  student’s  classroom  record,  and  his  degree  of  success  in  the 
various  pre-vocational  classes  are  considered,  and  the  tentative  re¬ 
commendations  are  formulated. 

These  recommendations  and  suggestions  are  presented  to  the 
parents  during  a  conference  with  the  guidance  counselor.  At  this 
time,  specific  recommendations  are  made  that  the  student  plan  to

attend  high  school,  preparatory  school,  vocational  school,  a  special 
school  such  as  a  business  school,  or  enter  an  on-the-job  training 
program.  The  rest  of  the  year  is  spent  in  contacting  schools, 
arranging  for  interviews  for  the  students  at  such  schools,  or  making 
plans  with  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Commision  for  special 
training.  Trips  are  arranged  to  give  the  students  a  first  hand 
knowledge  of  kinds  of  work  done  in  business  and  industrial  con¬ 
cerns. 

The  interest  of  the  school  does  not  cease  with  the  graduation 
and  placement  of  students.  During  this  past  year  several  visits  to 
schools  were  made  to  assist  in  the  adjustment  of  former  pupils  to 
their  new  classroom  situations,  which  are  quite  different  from  the 
small  classes  and  individual  attention  to  which  they  had  become 
accustomed  at  Clarke  School.  Graduates  may  count  on  such  assis¬ 
tance  any  time  that  it  is  needed.

During  the  spring  of  1963,  the  Guidance  Counselor  was  invited 
to  prepare  a  paper  for  the  panel  on  Guidance  at  the  International 
Congress  on  Education  of  the  Deaf,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
June  22-28,  1 963.  This  invitation  was  accepted,  and  data  was  soli¬ 
cited  from  the  alumni  who  had  left  school  since  June  1953,  the  year 
the  guidance  program  was  started.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  sup¬ 
plemented  the  work  done  by  Mr.  Wallace  Bruce  for  his  study 
reported  in  the  Annual  Report  of  I958-I959  in  which  he  covered 
the  graduates  of  the  ten  year  period  preceding  1953. 


The  purpose  of  the  paper  was  to  present  factual  proof,  based 
on  school  and  job  experiences  of  our  graduates,  that  deaf  boys  and 
girls  with  adequate  training  in  oral  communication,  can  compete 
successfully  with  hearing  boys  and  girls  in  school,  in  on-the-job 
training,  and  in  finding  and  holding  jobs.  This  was  amply  demon-

strated  by  the  fact  that  of  the  113  alumni  who  graduated  or  left 
Clarke  School  since  1953,  96  or  85%  attended  one  or  more  schools 
with  hearing  students;  twelve  took  on-the-job  training  in  normal 
hearing  situations;  while  the  records  of  five  are  not  known.  Further, 
from  the  information  gathered  it  is  evident  that  105  or  93%  of  the 
students  are  attending  schools,  holding  down  jobs,  or  running 
homes  in  a  normal  manner.  The  detailed  analysis  of  this  informa¬ 
tion  will  be  available  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  International  Con¬ 
gress  on  Education  of  the  Deaf  held  this  past  summer. 

The  Guidance  Counselor  wishes  to  express  his  deep  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  alumni,  who  have  so  often  responded  to  requests  for 
personal  information.  Much  more  information  was  obtained  from 
the  replies  to  the  questionaire  than  could  be  summarized  in  the 
fifteen  minutes  allotted  to  the  panel  presentation.  In  view  of  the 
forthcoming  centennial  of  Clarke  School  in  I967,  it  is  suggested 
that  for  that  occasion  a  study  be  prepared  of  the  educational,  voca¬ 
tional,  and  social  experiences  of  the  alumni  during  the  first  hundred 
years  of  The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf.  In  addition  to  the  material 
collected  during  the  current  year,  this  study  would  be  based  on  the 
valuable  information  collected  by  Miss  Mary  Numbers  and  Mr. 
Wallace  Bruce,  as  well  as  further  information  to  be  gathered  during 
the  next  four  years.

TEACHER  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  Clarke  School  offers  a  course  of  a  year’s  duration  to  prepare 
teachers  of  the  deaf,  using  the  oral  method.  The  work  is  presented  by 
the  members  of  the  teaching  staff,  the  research  staff,  and  the  director. 
The  course  includes  twenty-eight  semester  hours  of  work  consisting  of 
lectures,  assigned  reading,  daily  observations  of  classroom  work,  and 
teaching  under  direction. 

The  teacher  education  program  was  instituted  by  Caroline  A.  Yale 
in  1889,  primarily  to  prepare  teachers  for  Clarke  School.  In  1892,  at 
the  request  of  the  American  Association  to  Promote  the  Teaching  of 
Speech  to  the  Deaf,  now  known  as  the  Alexander  Graham  Bell  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  Deaf,  Inc.,  Clarke  School  expanded  its  facilities  to  include 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  schools  for  the  deaf  at  large.  As  a  result, 
over  six  hundred  teachers  have  been  prepared  for  schools  in  our  country 
and  in  foreign  countries. 

Applicants  for  admission  should  be  graduates  of  a  four-year  course 
from  an  accredited  college  or  university,  or  the  equivalent,  and  have 
normal  hearing  and  speech. 

Smith  College  and  Clarke  School  offer  cooperatively  a  program  of 
studies  leading  to  the  Smith  College  degree  of  Master  of  Education  of 
the  Deaf  (M.E.D.)  requiring  34  semester  hours  of  study,  observation, 
and  student  teaching.  Of  these  hours,  28  are  earned  in  courses  offered 
by  the  faculty  of  Clarke  School,  six  in  advanced  courses  in  child  develop¬ 
ment  and  problems  of  pre-school  and  elementary  education  offered  by 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Child  Study  of  Smith  College.  The 
program  is  normally  completed  in  one  academic  year  plus  a  summer 
session  of  six  weeks  at  the  Clarke  School  Summer  Institute  for  Teachers 
of  the  Deaf.  The  student  takes  two  courses  (6  or  8  semester  hours)  in 
the  Summer  Institute,  nine  courses  (26  or  28  semester  hours)  during 
the  academic  year.  A  copy  of  the  Smith  College  Bulletin  describing  the 
M.E.D.  program  in  detail  will  be  furnished  upon  request.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  Clarke  School. 

The  University  of  Massachusetts  and  Clarke  School  offer  jointly  a 
two-year  program  leading  to  the  master’s  degree  conferred  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Massachusetts.  Students  admitted  to  this  program  may  select

a  major  in  Education,  Psychology,  or  Speech  at  the  University. 
Detailed  information  may  be  obtained  from  Dean  Albert  W.  Purvis, 
Department  of  Education;  Dr.  Claude  C.  Neet,  Head,  Department 
of  Psychology;  or  Professor  Arthur  E.  Niedeck,  Head,  Department 
of  Speech,  University  of  Massachusetts,  Amherst,  Massachusetts. 

Clarke  School  and  Syracuse  University  have  undertaken  an 
experimental  plan  for  training  teachers  of  the  deaf.  Syracuse  under¬ 
graduates  majoring  in  the  education  of  the  deaf  begin  their 
specialized  work  in  their  sophomore  year.  At  the  end  of  the  junior 
year  they  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  teacher’s  certificate 
to  teach  hearing  children.  The  senior  year  is  spent  at  Clarke  School 
getting  the  necessary  specialized  training  to  teach  deaf  children. 
Students  earn  their  Bachelor’s  degree  from  Syracuse  University 
upon  completing  the  one-year  teacher  education  course  at  Clarke. 

Each  student  admitted  is  awarded  a  full  tuition  scholarship. 
The  charge  for  board  and  room  is  six  hundred  dollars.  A  registra¬ 
tion  fee  of  fifty  dollars  is  required  on  acceptance,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  upon  reporting  in  September,  and  the  remaining  three 
hundred  dollars  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  in  February. 
The  above  charge  does  not  cover  the  expense  of  books  or  personal 
laundry.  Students  occupy  rooms  on  the  school  campus,  taking  their 
meals  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  school  dining  rooms. 
The  school  provides  the  furniture,  including  a  study  lamp,  plus  the 
necessary  bed  linens  and  blankets  for  each  student’s  room.  Other 
items  of  furnishing  and  linens  are  the  student’s  responsibility. 

Some  scholarship  aid  to  cover  the  cost  of  board  and  room  is 
available.  It  is  awarded  to  applicants  who  wish  to  undertake  minor 
work  assignments  which  do  not  interfere  with  studying. 

As  the  membership  in  the  class  is  limited  in  number,  persons 
wishing  to  enter  should  make  early  application,  addressing  letters  of 
inquiry  to  the  principal.

CLARENCE  W.  BARRON  RESEARCH 
DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: 


Submitted  below  are  the  annual  reports  of  the  Clarence  W. 
Barron  Research  Department. 

Division  Concerning  The  Heredity  of  Deafness 

This  fall  sixteen  new  children  entered  Clarke  School  as  first 
year  students  and  five  children  entered  in  advanced  grades.  Two 
additional  children  entered  with  advanced  standing  last  spring. 
With  the  exception  of  one  child,  all  have  had  hearing  losses  since 
birth. 

Seven  of  these  children  have  hearing  impairment  of  probable 
genetic  origin.  Two  children  have  brothers  or  sisters  in  Clarke 
School;  two  children  have  relatives  who  are  Clarke  School  Alumni; 
three  other  children  have  relatives  who  are  deaf.  One  of  the  latter 
is  the  child  of  a  consanguineous  marriage.  To  this  group  of  children 
with  deafness  of  genetic  origin  should  also  be  added  three  who  have 
Rh  negative  mothers.  One  of  these  children  is  included  in  the  first 
pair  mentioned. 

Maternal  rubella  in  the  first  trimester  of  pregnancy  appears  in  the 
prenatal  history  of  two  children.  Severe  maternal  viral  infection  and 
maternal  upset  may  possibly  have  contributed  to  the  hearing  losses 
of  two  other  children. 

One  child  had  encephalitis  at  two  years  of  age,  after  he  had 
begun  to  use  language  in  sentence  form;  one  other  was  a  premature 
baby.

The  immunization  program  this  year  included  flu  shots  and 
boosters  in  the  fall  for  the  staff  and  children.  In  the  spring,  Drs. 
Manwell,  Smith,  and  Averill  gave  tetanus,  DPT  shots,  and  vaccina¬ 
tions  to  those  children  who  needed  them.  Sabin  Oral  vaccine,  Types 
I,  II,  or  III,  was  given  to  all  children  whose  parents  wished  them  to 
receive  it.  When  permission  was  granted,  the  children  received 
fluoride  tablets  daily. 

A  number  of  cases  of  grippe  were  reported  among  the  children. 
Contagion,  however,  was  kept  at  a  minimum,  due  chiefly  to  the 
cooperation  of  parents  who  took  their  children  home,  or  kept  them 
there  when  they  were  exposed  to,  or  had  contracted,  childhood 
diseases.  Clarke  School  appreciates  this  helpful  consideration  on 
the  part  of  the  parents. 

Once  again  we  express  appreciation  to  Dr.  Claire  Manwell,  Dr. 
Frederika  Smith,  and  Dr.  James  Averill,  who  generously  give  time 
for  routine  physical  examinations  each  fall,  and  for  their  help  and 
advice  during  the  year. 

Audiometric  tests  were  given  all  the  children,  the  teachers-in- 
training,  and  new  members  of  the  educational  and  maintenance 
staffs. 

The  course  in  Physiology  was  given  throughout  the  year. 

Work  on  the  Heredity  of  Deafness  Study  has  progressed. 
Kenneth  S.  Brown,  M.D.,  Chin  S.  Chung,  Ph.D.,  and  Ronald 
Robinette,  chemist,  of  the  Human  Genetics  Division  of  the  National 
Institute  of  Dental  Research,  have  made  numerous  visits  to  do 
physical  examinations  both  at  the  Clarke  School  infimary  and  else¬ 
where  in  the  New  England  states.  Last  October,  Dr.  Carl  Witkop, 
Director  of  the  Human  Genetics  Division,  and  Dr.  E.  Graykowski  of 
the  National  Institute  of  Dental  Research  staff  assisted  in  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  present  students. 

Nine  hundred  and  ninety  persons  came  for  physical  and  audio¬ 
metric  examinations;  many  of  them  traveled  long  distances  to  do  so. 
More  than  2,500  questionnaires  have  been  completed  in  an  effort  to 
bring  pedigrees  up  to  date.

Special  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  parents  of  children  who 
were  at  Clarke  School  during  the  past  year;  97%  of  questionnaires 
sent  out  to  them  were  returned  completed.  Those  Clarke  School 
alumni  who  are  interested  in  learning  more  about  causes  of  deafness 
also  gave  us  their  whole-hearted  support.  Such  cooperation  deserves 
recognition. 

Miss  Hopkins  has  continued  as  full-time  professional  worker  on 
the  Study,  and  Miss  Veralyn  King  was  added  to  the  Study  staff  last 
fall  as  secretary. 

A  preliminary  report  on  the  Heredity  Study  was  given  by  Dr. 
Brown  and  Dr.  Chung  at  the  International  Congress  on  Education 
of  the  Deaf  which  was  held  at  Gallaudet  College  in  June  1963.

Division  of  Psychology 

The  psychological  research  for  the  year  1962-63,  supported  in 
part  by  a  grant  from  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administration, 
included  five  studies,  which  are  in  different  states  of  completion. 
They  are  described  briefly  below: 

1.  The  first  study  compared  24  deaf  children  with  48  matched 
hearing  children  on  their  abilities  to  define  social  and  nonsocial 
words.  In  addition,  all  subjects  were  asked  to  use  each  word  in 
three  different  types  of  sentences,  in  a  declarative,  in  an  interroga¬ 
tive,  and  in  a  negative  sentence. 

2.  A  study  was  made  of  deaf  adults,  of  well  adjusted  hearing 
adults  and  of  schizophrenic  patients  on  their  ability  to  define  and 
use  the  above  described  16  words.  Its  purpose  was  to  determine  the 
extent  deaf  subjects  define  and  use  words  in  an  idiosyncratic  fashion 
typical  of  schizophrenic  adults  as  had  been  reported  in  some  publi¬ 
cations.

3.  A  picture  test  was  administered  to  deaf  adults,  to  matched 
well  adjusted  hearing  adults,  and  to  schizophrenic  patients.  We 
wished  to  determine  if  deaf  subjects  were  different  from  well 
adjusted  hearing  subjects  in  their  thinking  operations  in  the  social 
sphere.  Another  purpose  was  to  evaluate  in  what  significant  ways 
deaf  subjects  differ  in  these  abilities  from  schizophrenic  adults. 

4.  Sixteen  deaf  children  were  contrasted  with  32  well  adjusted 
hearing  children,  and  with  16  psychotic  children  on  their  grouping 
and  language  responses  on  the  picture  test.  Again,  the  purpose 
was  as  described  in  ^jt3  above,  but  with  children. 

5.  Concept  attainment  problems  were  administered  to  deaf 
children  and  to  matched  hearing  children.  The  purpose  was  to  eval¬ 
uate  if  deaf  children  were  similar  to  hearing  children  on  concept 
attainment  efficiency  when  memory  and  materials  were  varied.

THE  CENTENNIAL  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 


To  the  Members  of  the  Corporation: 


It  seems  incredible  that  another  year  has  passed.  Yet,  as  we 
look  back,  it  has  been  a  good  year  and  one  in  which  we  can  be  quite 
proud  of  the  accomplishments.  The  Board  of  Corporators,  the 
Development  Committee  and  Council,  the  alumni,  the  parents,  and 
many  friends  of  Clarke  School  are  jointly  responsible  for  the  pro¬ 
gress  reported  in  the  following  paragraphs. 

The  Development  Fund 

Over  $185,000  in  new  contributions  and  close  to  $58,000  in 
payments  on  pledges  have  been  received  since  the  last  annual  report, 
bringing  the  total  subscriptions  to  $1,470,000.  Although  the  major 
portion  of  this  amount  came  from  foundations,  approximately  900 
individual  donations  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

In  this  period  of  a  year,  fifteen  persons,  representing  various 
aspects  of  our  total  program,  joined  with  Mr.  Knittle  in  making  123 
contacts  with  new  foundations  and  79  call  backs  on  foundations 
that  had  been  contacted  previously.  This  resulted  in  the  submission 
to  the  various  boards  a  total  of  81  appeals  for  financial  support.  To 
date,  34  grants,  for  a  total  of  $130,000,  have  been  received.  These 
grants,  mostly  from  small  family  foundations,  ranged  in  size  from 
$25  to  $27,600.  Grants  of  $1,000  or  more  were  received  from  the 
following  foundations:  Lilly  Endowment,  Inc.,  (Indianapolis);  The 
Charles  E.  Merrill  Trust  (Ithaca,  N.Y.);  Booth  Ferris  Foundation 
(NYC);  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation  (Winston-Salem); 
Seth  Sprague  Educational  and  Charitable  Foundation,  Inc.,  (NYC); 
Louis  D.  Beaumont  Foundation  (Cleveland);  Charles  A.  Frueauff 
Foundation  (NYC);  William  F.  and  Bertha  E.  Schrafft  Foundation 
(Boston);  Charles  I.  Travelli  Fund  (Boston);  Agnes  M.  Lindsay 
Fund  (Boston);  and  five  foundations  that  have  requested  their 
names  be  withheld  from  publication. 
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The  Development  Committe  is  indeeed  grateful  for  all  gen¬ 
erous  gifts  received  during  the  year.  Contributions  of  $500  or  more 
were  made  by  Mr.  E.  O.  Kollmorgen,  Mr.  Winthrop  S.  Dakin,  the 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administration,  the  National  Society  of 
New  England  Women  and  34  of  its  Colonies,  Miss  Matilda  Heydt, 
Mrs.  Warren  Rowland,  Mr.  James  S.  Frankel,  Mr.  Robert  Berentz, 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Philip  Deatherage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Moody  Dole, II, 
Northampton  National  Bank,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jacob  Barowsky,  the 
Mt.  Ararat  Foundation,  Mr.  Frederick  T.  Tullis,  and  your  chairman. 

Parents  and  Alumni 

The  parents  and  alumni  continued  their  active  support  of  the 

r 

Centennial  Development  Program.  In  addition  to  their  many  per¬ 
sonal  gifts,  they  are  responsible  for  securing  a  number  of  other 
contributions.  In  the  fall,  their  Fashion  Show  netted  the  Physical 
Education  Center  close  to  $1500,  while  an  equal  amount  was  raised 
this  past  July  from  the  benefit  performance  of  "Can-Can,”  held  at 
the  Storrowton  Music  Fair.  Also,  the  alumni  played  a  part  in 
securing  contributions  from  the  Springfield  Association  of  the  Deaf 
and  the  Mohawk  Oral  Club,  while  the  parents  raised  additional 
funds  through  their  booth  at  the  Spring  Sale. 

Since  October,  Clarke  School  has  been  the  beneficiary  in  four 
estates,  that  of  the  late  Miss  Jennie  Rogers,  the  late  Miss  May 
Hammond,  the  late  Mary  Gorham  Bush,  and  the  late  Miss  Georgia 
Phinney.  Two  new  memorial  funds  were  established  during  the 
year  paying  tribute  to  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perry  Catron  and  the 
late  Mr.  Franz  Ascher.  Also,  throughout  the  year,  a  number  of 
people  sent  in  contributions  acknowledging  births,  anniversaries, 
and  deaths  of  friends,  rather  than  sending  flowers  or  gifts.  The 
Development  Committee  welcomes  this  method  of  giving  and  en¬ 
courages  its  continuance. 

Calendar  and  Gift  Folder 

To  date,  the  calendars  sent  out  during  August  of  1962  have 
resulted  in  615  responses  for  $5,889,  while  a  special  "gift  folder” 
mailing  to  selected  individuals  received  140  contributions  totalling 
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$3,881.  During  August  I963,  eleven  volunteers  assisted  the  Devel¬ 
opment  Office  in  mailing  out  4700  1963-64  calendars.  In  two  days, 
they  stuffed,  sorted,  sealed,  tied,  and  mailed  all  the  calendars  they 
had  addressed  previously.  In  addition,  approximately  120  calendars 
were  given  to  staff  members  of  the  school. 

The  Clarke  School  for  the  Deaf  will  welcome  inquiries  concern¬ 
ing  other  gift  opportunities.  For  those  wishing  to  become  part  of 
this  service  to  the  handicapped,  there  are  several  methods  of  parti¬ 
cipating.  Federal  and  state  tax  laws  are  designed  to  encourage 
giving  through  ample  deductions  from  gross  income.  Memorial 
gifts  are  particularly  welcomed.  The  transfer  of  securities  or 
property,  family  foundation  gifts,  trust  agreements,  gifts  through 
insurance,  and  bequests  are  some  of  the  avenues  for  giving  that  will 
ultimately  be  reflected  in  the  lives  of  deaf  children  everywhere. 

The  Development  Council 

On  January  17th,  a  combined  meeting  of  the  Development 
Committee  and  the  Development  Council  was  held,  with  thirteen 
members  present.  Reports  of  recent  developments  were  given  by 
Dr.  Pratt  and  your  chairman.  Also  on  the  agenda  at  this  meeting 
were  three  teachers-in-training  (Miss  Sharon  Kim,  Hawaii;  Miss 
Janet  Laman,  Colorado;  and  Miss  Eleanor  Boynton  of  Florence, 
Massachusetts)  who  told  of  their  personal  interest  in  becoming 
teachers  of  the  deaf  and  why  they  chose  Clarke  School.  These 
teachers,  together  with  Miss  Brenda  Lunna,  were  the  first  four  in 
history  to  receive  the  new  Master  of  Education  of  the  Deaf  degree 
from  Smith  College. 


PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

There  appears  to  be  continued  interest  on  the  part  of  clubs  and 
organizations  for  the  use  of  our  films  and  for  the  full  program 
about  Clarke  School,  which  includes  a  speaker.  In  the  past  year, 
"Susan’s  Wonderful  Adventure"  received  9 ~l  bookings,  while  "They 
Do  Not  Walk  Alone"  was  scheduled  for  53  showings.  Special 
programs  were  provided  by  representatives  of  the  Development 
Office  for  eleven  service  clubs,  fourteen  women’s  organizations,  nine 
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foundations,  six  church  groups,  two  high  school  assemblies,  four 
P.T.A.’s,  and  eight  other  groups  in  twenty-seven  cities  and  six 
states.  If  your  club  or  organization  has  not  had  the  Clarke  School 
program,  you  may  wish  to  write  to  the  Development  Office  for 
details. 


Christmas  Cards 

During  December,  about  6.000  Christmas  Cards  were  sent  to 
friends  of  Clarke  School.  The  card  entitled,  "Star  Over  Bethlehem," 
was  designed  by  Miss  Winifred  Adams,  a  student  in  our  upper 
school.  The  addressing,  stuffing,  and  mailing  of  these  cards  was  the 
responsibility  of  a  handful  of  faithful  volunteers.  For  their  help, 
year  after  year,  we  are  deeply  thankful. 

Publicity 

Clarke  School  has  been  receiving  its  fair  share  of  publicity  over 
the  past  year,  with  several  parents  and  some  of  the  students 
appearing  on  various  local  television  programs,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  newspaper  publicity.  On  July  21st,  Clarke  School’s  physical 
fitness  program  was  featured  in  the  center  spread  of  the  Springfield 
Republican’s  Sunday  Rotogravure  section.  Also,  during  July  and 
August,  to  capitalize  on  the  public  relations  value  of  the  Summer 
Institute  program,  special  releases  were  sent  to  the  newspapers  in 
the  cities  where  the  teachers  in  attendance  lived  and  worked.  In 
addition,  a  printed  report  on  the  Summer  Institute  was  sent  to  over 
300  foundations,  corporations,  and  individuals  with  whom  we  have 
made  contact. 


GENERAL 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Knittle,  representing  Clarke  School,  attended 
the  10th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  commissioning  of  the  com¬ 
mand  cruiser,  the  USS  Northampton,  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  in 
March.  While  there,  they  met  Captain  Harry  B.  Hahn,  the  com¬ 
manding  officer,  plus  many  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  ship.  The 
crew  of  the  ship  have  been  contributing  to  Clarke  School  since 
1953,  when  they  adopted  the  school  as  their  pet  project.  Over 
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$3800  has  been  contributed  during  the  eight  years.  In  early  October, 
two  sailors  from  the  USS  Northampton  paid  an  unofficial  visit  to 
the  school. 

Your  chairman  has  been  active  during  the  twelve  months  just 
past  attending  meetings  (local,  state,  and  national)  of  organiza¬ 
tions  such  as  the  D.A.R.,  the  National  Society  of  New  England 
Women,  and  the  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.  In  May,  she 
attended  the  annual  congress  of  the  N.S.N.E.W.  where  she  was 
reaffirmed  as  the  National  Chairman  of  their  Clarke  School  for  the 
Deaf  Committee.  In  this  capacity,  letters  have  been  sent  to  Colony 
presidents,  urging  their  support  of  the  school  and  telling  them  of 
ways  to  promote  this  interest  through  the  use  of  the  Clarke  School 
films.
